Conference on the Copyright Question 
—Draft of a Measure Submit- 
ted to Government. 



Proposed Commission to Work up 
Trade With France— Canadian 
Oatmeal lor Denmark. 



(From'Our Own Corroapoudont.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 25.— The conference on the 
copyright question botween Sir C. H. Tup- 
por and Hon. Mr. Ouimofc, for tho govorn- 
mont, and Mr. Hall Caino, representing tho 
British authors ; F. R. Daldy, for tho Brit- 
ish Copyright Aasoolatlan ; Juhn Ros8 Rob- 
ertson, D. A. Rose, R. T. Lancofiold, A. T. 
Irving and A. F. Ruttor, representing tho 
Publishers' Association ; and L. W. L.iun- 
non, of tho Canadian Press AssocHation, 
took place thia afternoon. Tho dlaouaaion 
lasted two hours, and it aooma exceedingly 
likely that the government will aooept 
tho draft of tho proposed moaBuro, whioh 
Mr. Caino summarized as follows : 

"By this agreement the time within 
which a copyright holder can publish in 
(Janada and bo secure an absolute and un- 
trammelled copyright is oxtondod from 
thirty to sixty days, with a possible exten- 
sion of thirty days more at the discretion of 
the authorities ; aleo by thia agreement tho 
lioeaae to Ijs granted for the production of 
a book that has not fulfilled tho conditions 
of the Canadian copyright law is limited 
to one license, and this single license is only 
to be issued with the copyright holder's 
knowledgo or sanotion. Furthor, a copy- 
right holder who has an independent chance 
of securing a copyright for himself wsthin a 
poriod of Bixty days is to ba allowed a 
second chance of securing It after it has 
bton challenged and before , it cm 
bo disposed of by llconso, and 
finally, the royalties of an author 
aro to be seourod to him by a regulation of 
the revenuo to Btamp an edition of a book 
on tho isBuo of a license. This is the ground 
of tho draft bill which the Canadian copy- 
right association has joined with me in 
reoommendlng to your ministers, and on its 
general prlnoiple I have to say : First about 
tho Canadian authors, that a bill framed on 
thoso linos will not put them into a posi- 
tion of isolation among the authora of 
tho world ; and noxt, about the authors 
of England and America, and of all the 
onuntriea having a copyright treaty with 
England, it will uooure the authors the oon- 
trol of their property, and put them all 
aliko on an equal footing, and thorofore it 
will not, I think, disturb the operation of 
tho Borne convention so far as Canada ia 
concerned in the understanding between 
Groat Britain and tho United States." 

MuBsrs. Caino, Robertson, Rose andotherB 
admitted that thin arrangement was a com- 
promise, and therefore waB not likoly to suit 
tho extremists. They thought it a fair and 
honorable arrangement. Mr. Daldy gave a 
general approval to tho proposed bill, but 
did not like tho olanso whioh would keep 
out English works. 

Foster Brown, booksolior, of Montreal, 
wanted tho act of 1S89, and would, ho said, 
bo satisfied with nothing less. 

The ministers expressed their acknowl- 
edgments ut| receiving the representations, 
whioh they said would be carefully con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Caine was banquotted hore to-night, 
Sir C. H. Tupper presiding. 

The Chambro de Commerce, of Montreal, 
sent a deputation hero to-day to urge the 
government to Bend a commissioner to 
Franco to work up trade; they also aBkod tho 
removal of tho duty on packages containing 
Frtnoh wines.

SEALING CLAIMS. 

Sir Julian Punncefote Transmits the Corrcs- 
pontlence to London. 

jfeASHINGTON, Nov. 25. — Tho British em- 
bassy recsivod to-day from tho foreign office 
full oorrerpondenco reapeoting tho claims 
for compensation on acoount of British ves 
Bels aoizod in Bohring aoa by United States 
oruieers. Brief cablo oxtracta from reportB 
havo appoarod, but tho corrospondonco is 
full of interest bb it brings eut tho spirit 
with whioh Sir Julian Pauncofoto answered 
tho criticisms of Senator Morgan. 

In informing Lord Kimberly that tho 
house of representatives had defoatod tho 
moasuro for the payment of tho claims, Sir 
Julian wrote : " Strong party feelings would 
Boom alono to account for the rejection of bo 
just and desirable an arrangement, and, an 
your lordBhip will havo noticed in my dis- 
patches, Btatomonts havo boon made in con- 
gress which are entirely misleading both an 
to tho law and facta of the case, It is urged 
that tho present claims aro Bimply made out 
of indiroot damagoB beoauso they Inolnue, in 
some cases, the Iobb of profits of tho fishery 
soason by sealing vcbboIs, warnod out of 
Behring Boa. 

" It is protondod thab the great majority 
of the sealing vossels on behalf of whioh 
claims havo been made wore the property of 
Unitod States citizens, whereas thoro is no 
evidence whatever of any ohaogo of owner- 
ship in these vessels, while all carried tho 
British flag and British registers. There 
oan be no doubt that thoso statements woro 
oaloulatod to pr< judlco the minds of many 
mombors of congress, and also to turn publiu 
opinion against a settlement of tho question, 
both equitable and advantogeous to both 
parties." 

On March 15 Sir Julian wrote an olabor- 
ato anBwor to Sonator Morgan's oritioisma on 
tho claims. After answering ono after an- 
other of tho senator's statements ho added : 

"But of all the unfounded objections 
whioh have been urgod againsb the claims, 
that which seems to have made the greatest 
impression on tho public mind is tho state- 
ment that moot of tho vessels on behalf rf 
whioh tho claims wero mado wero in fact 
owned by persons whom Senator Morgan 
stigmatized in tho sonata as recal- 
citrant and rasaally Americans, who 
hired thomselveB out to the British 
flag to rob the government of tho 
United States, and to violate Its laws 
and dishonor the country. These vitupera- 
tive epithets are quite unmerited and I will 
proceed to show chat the objeotlon is not 
well founded in fact, and apparently 1b based 
on a mistaken vf.nw of the British navigation 
laws. By British law no alien oan hold any 



I share In a registered British vessel under 
penalty cf forfeituro of tho vessol to the 
crown. Tho owner of the vcbboI may 
mortgage her to an alien, but does not 
thereby part with hla property in tho vessol." 

After quoting tho British shipping laws, 
Sir Julian proceeds : "Why should that 
American oltizen bo called a rascal 1 What 
law has ho violated by advancing money for 
tho proBeoution of a lawful Canodian indus- 
try, carried on by Canadians ia Canadian 
veBselB ? In what roapoct has the United 
Statoa government been robbed, consider 
ing thot it has no property In the 
fur seal, as was solemnly adjudged 
and doolared by tho tribunal of 
arbitration at Paris. These are questions 
whioh, I Bubmib, can only be reasonably 
answered in a sense absolutely 
fatal to Sonator Morgan's con 
tontlons. Moreover, the principal 
alleged tranegreBsor roferrod to, wheso name 
is Boscowitz, has denied that ho is an Am 
erioan citizon. Tho British ilig and tho 
law of nations havo boon violated on tho 
high •jeas, and it appeara to mo that in aa- 
EOBsing tho Indemnity to the private in- 
dividuals who wore the vlotima of tho groat 
wrong ao committed, any inquiry into the 
sources of tho capital invoated in tho lawful 
Industry pursued by tho vessels of the 
soizuro is out of placo and inadmissible 

Lord Salisbury, in aoknowlodglng tho 
communications from Washington, wrote : 
"I need scarcely Bay that tho arguments 
whioh you bring forward in support of the 
validity of those olaims have tho entire ap- 
proval and confidence of Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment. The attempt mado by Senator 
Morgan to dispute thorn seems to be largely 
foun led on misapprehension, and Her Ma- 
jesty's govornmont cannot doubt that when 
the full facts are before the public 
in the United States, tho liability of that 
country to make compensation whioh has 
never been denied by tho government will 
bo generally recognized both in and outside 
of CongroaB." 

BRITAIN AND VENEZUELA. 



Aggressions Beyond the Schomburgh 
Line Will Not Be Tolerated 
by England. 



Warlike Statements — American 
Reports Unfounded— Salisbury's 
Reply to Olney. 



London, Nov. 25.— Nothing is known at 
the Colonial OUioo here of the alleged state- 
ments of the Administrator of Britiah Gui- 
ana to tho effect that tho imperial govern- 
ment will assert tho rights of Britiah Guiana 
by force of arms. News was received hore 
some days ago that the legislature of that 
colony had acquiesced in tho proposal 
of the Sooretary of State for the Colonies, 
Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, to increase 
tho colonial force by two Bub-lnspeotora and 
anothor Maxim gun, the legislature 
also notifying tho government that 
it is prepared to vote anything 
that tho Colonial Secretary con- 
sidered nocossary for the defence of the 
colony. No further proposals, however, 
have been mado by tho Imperial govern- 
ment. 



WORST OF ALL. 

Recent Massacres Completely Overshadow the 
Earlier Outraces on the Persecuted 
Armenians. 

London, Nov. 25 — A dispatoh to the 
Daily News from Constantinople, giving a 
general resume of tho situation, declares 
that tho recent maBsacros pub tho earlier 
outrages of SaaBouu and Mooah en- 
tirely in the background. If oithor 
England, Franco, or Russia could 
publish the stories officially furniahed by 
their cool-headed consuls all Europe would 
stand aghast ab tho proof, surprised to think 
such things are possible Whorovor theBO 
consuls havo investigated matters they havo 
found that the accusation that the Arme- 
nians provoked tho riots is false. 

Tho correspondent of the U*lly News at 
Odossa says that a privoto dispatch irom tho 
peninsula of Anotolla announces thab tho 
Kurds in several districts have renounced 
obedionco to the Turkish empire and declar- 
ed a religious war, tho extinction of tho Ar- 
monlana being tho avowed objeot. 

Tho Vienna correapondenb of the Tele- 
graph announces thab strenuous efforts are 
being made throughoub the Armenian pro- 
vinces to compol olorgymon and prominent 
persons by threats to sign statements that tbo 
Armenians provoked all tho outbreaks. It 
is alaimod thab the ono whioh recently ap- 
poarod from Erzoroum was procured in this 
fashion.

Refusal to Allow Increase of War- 
ships in Bosphorus-ReportH 
of French Massacres. 



Fresh Armenian Demonstrations— Fi- 
nancial Considerations Severely 
Hamper the Turks. 

Constantino l'Lfi, Nov. 25.— U. S. Min- 
ister Terrell has received a dispatch from 
Aintab announcing tho safe arrival thoro of 
bhe Amorican miaoionariea belonging to the 
Central Turkoy miaaion, They say that full 
protoction was afforded thorn by tho Turkish 
authorities when demanded by Mr, Torroll. 
Tho Utter now says thab ho is satisfied that 
the 172 misaionariea in Anatolia aro safe. 

From what can bo loarnod hore, tho situ- 
ation in Anatolia aooma much more tranquil 
than for Borne time past. All danger is nob 
past, howovor, oven in Anatolia. Tho Gov- 
ernor of Hadjin, who threatened to burn tho 
couvonb thoro und to seb fire to the barley 
fields in that vicinity, Iiub, owing to strong 
reprosontationa made to tho Porto on the 
subject by Mr. Terrell, boon recalled. 

The main question now being discussed 
botween tho Porto and tho representatives 
of tho powers is tbnt of adding four extra 
guardians to the little fleet in the Bosphorus, 
Great Britain, Italy, Russia and Austria de- 
manding permission for passage through tho 
Dardanelles of an extra gunboat to be 
attached to their respective embassies. 
Although the demands were made over a 
week ago, the Sultan atlll holds out in his 
refusal to grant the required permission. 

The sudden fib of energy which convulsed 
the Sultan of Turkey into doing something 
towards suppressing anarchy in Asia Minor, 
arising from the Marquis of Salisbury's 
Mansion house speeoh, seems to have 
spent its force, and Abdul Hamid is said to 
have relapsed into his usual lothargic state. 
ReportB of fresh maBsaoreB have reached 
here from many points of the disturbed em- 
pire, and tho Eastern question does not ap- 
pear to bo aa near a solution as lb was during 
the early part of tho week. Tho European 
powers by their mutual suspicions are acting 
aa drags and delay decided action, although 
the bollof still prevails that nothing short of 
drastlo measures will bring the Sultan to 
terms for any length of time. This step, 
howevor, will not be adopted until all hope 
of a loyal enforcement of the reforms which 
Abdul Hamtd solemnly promised to adopt 
haa vanished. 

From tho highest authorities the Associ- 
ated PreBs Ib enabled to givo tho view of the 
case taken by the Turkish government, as 
follows : — 

While admitting thab tho powers possess 
a treaty right to have two guard ships each 
in tho Bosphorus, the Porte considers the 
proposed inoreaso in the number of foreign 
war vessels in the Bosphorus, under the 
present condition of things there and else- 
where in tho Turkish empire, might excite 
the Mussulmans and produoo an effect far 
from the ono desired by the powers. In ad- 
dition, the Porte points out that in view of 
tho measures taken to proservo order here, 
any increase in the number of tho guard 
ships attached to the embassies of the 
powers is not required. 

The hesitation on the part of the Sultan 
to grant the permission required by tho 
powers is due, ib is claimed, to the fear 
on the part of the Sultan that the 
demanded increaso In tbo number of 
foreign warships in tho Bosphorus Ib 
really only a cloak for the Intention of the 
powers to make a naval demonstration in 
Turkish waters in case of i one wed disturb- 
ances in Asiatic Turkoy. Be that as It 
may, no foreigner here doubts that an in- 
crease in the number of guariships hero is 
necessary for the proteotlon of tho foreign 
population, and this belief gains ground ow- 
ing to the faob bhat an apparently well 
founded report is in circulation that tho Ar- 
menians of the capital, undismayed by re- 
cent bloodshed in the slroota of Constanti- 
nople, havo projected frosh demonstrations 
hero ab tho inBtigation of the Central Revo- 
lutionary committee, and they are in hopes 
of being joined by tho young Turkish party. 

The gravity of this new feature in tho 
Bories of Turkish complications may. bo im- 
agined when it is added that the Austrian 
ambassador, Baron von Caliso, has made a 
direct appeal to the Patriarch to do his ut- 
mosb to prevent another ou! break, warning, 
him that such an occurrence would do the 
greatest harm to tho Armenian cause, 
and would, tend to defeat tho objects that 
tho Armenians and their friends have in 
view. In reply the Armenian Patrlaroh as- 
sured Baron von Caiiao that tho Armoniane), 
had not planned another demonstration, "al- 
though," bo added, " despair reigna among 
them owing to the incessant arroBti and 
exiling." Tho Patriarch inalated that -100 
Armenians of thia vicinity have been re- 
cently exiled to Anatolia. 

Absence of news from Zeitoun, which tho 
Armonlana aro aaid to bo holding in strong 
foroo, ann tho failure of tho government to 
furnish and information regarding th6 con- 
centration of Turkish troops at Marash for 
advsnco o- Zoitoun, are oausing Bomi un- 
easiness, lidos no news is obtainable 
concerning the rising of Druzas against 
TurkiBhrulo. 

One of tho moat sorious featuroa of the 
whole situation Is that tho financial question 
continues to hamper tho government in 
their efforts to restore order ia Asiatic Tur- 
key, and thoro does not Beem to bo any 
prospect of relief in any direction. The win- 
ter ia anxiously looked for by the Turks as 
likely to do more than the military in put- 
ting an end to the disturbances. On tho 
other hand, thousands of homeless Armen- 
ian families seem doomed to torrlblo suffer- 
ing when the snow falls. 

London, Nov. 25 — A representative of 
the United Press in Constantinople tele- 
graphs, undor yesterday's date, that ib 
is officially announcod that the Armeni- 
ans inhabiting villages near Adena have 
surrendered their armB and kisayd the 
hands of the governor In token of submis- 
sion to hie authority. Tho government haa 
offered a reward for information leading to 
tho detection of poreors distributing or ex- 
posing in public places plaoards or posters 
menacing Armenians. U. S. Minister Ter- 
rill asked the Porte for a permlb to allow 
the United States crulaor Marblohead to 
come to Constantinople, but tho request ws,s 
refused on the ground thab only powers 
signatory to the Treaty of Paris oan expect 
such permit*.

THE LUMBER COMBINE. 

Details of the Scheme-Its Beneficial Effects 
Already Realized,— Fifty or Sixty 
Mills Included. 

Vanx'ooveu, Nov. 25.— (Spocial)— Every 
mill in British Columbia will, it is said, join 
tho big Paoifio Coasb lumbor trust, whioh in 
about to materialize aftor a year's arduous 
toil. Messrs. D. H. Bibb und E. J. Holt 
have recently loft Vancouvor, whoro, under 
assumed namea they, their idonticy being 
known only to tho mill owners, Induced 
all tho lumber manufuoturors to join them 
Messrs. Bibb and Holt, both of San Francis 
co. will be president and Secretary of tho 
gigantio combination, whioh represents §50, ■ 
000,000 and inoludes tho fifty or sixty milla 
and all tho retailers on tho CoaBt, not a 
alngle retailor or mill being loft out. 

The details of the scheme, while very 
elaborato, aro perfected to suoh an extent 
that there is no poaaible chance of a dis- 
agreement. Tho combine will be known bb 
tho Contral Lumbor Co., and all buainesa 
will be done through the Central San Fran- 
ciaco office, but shipped direct from oaoh 
mill. Tho bualnoaa of the ayndloato will be 
dono for the preaent exclusively on the 
coast, and between retailers and mill cwnera. 
Profoealonal graderB will bo omployod, and 
there will bo no more selling of long clear 
lumbor at rough lumbor prices and vice 
vorsa, for tho work will bo contralizbd and 
will bo directly undor tho eye of the central 
offioe. Tho Idea that the sohomo is to bo 
consummated has aoted liko a hypnotic sug- 
gestion on tho lumber trade here and the 
pulBe of tho lumbor business, which was 
weak last yoar, has grown stronger and a 
hopoful spirit pervades tho trado. Gener- 
ally speaking tho scheme, from a financial 
standpoint, is as follows : — 

It being apparent that thore was no monoy 
in lumber on the Coast, that immonso capi- 
tal was being worked to no advantage, and 
that tho oauBO cf thia was unreasonable com- 
petition, a cure waa looked for in hotter 
prico8 for lumbor ; but it was soon that an 
increased demand did not bring hotter 
prices, and the ono remedy waa to got all 
tho mill-ownorB to agroe to soil only at an 
advance Mon of great exeoutivo ability 
were approached with the idea of having 
them arrange aorro achomo by whioh all tho 
mill-owners and retailors on the Coaab could 
bo stockholders of one company called tho 
Central Lumber Company, with headquar- 
ters at San Francisco. (The problem waa 
pronounoed to bo impracticable by several 
of thoao who attempted to solve it, but a 
achomo haB now been suggested which haB 
Batiafiod the promoters that tho Idoa la not 
only feasible, but, should the mill-owners be 
once brought in, the machinery of tho con. 
oern will bo easily worked. 

The exact oapaoity of every mill has beon 
obtained, and according to their capaolty 
thoy will receive so much stock. Eaoh mill 
supplies lumber to the order of tho contral 
offioe at a scale of priceB for all milla agreod 
upon as coat. Three times eaoh month a 
dividond will be deolared aooordlng to tho 
stock held by oaoh mill company, oven if 
they do not ship a stick of timber to the 
order of tho contral office. Tho supply and 
demand will be nicely adjusted at San Fran- 
oisco. Should a retailer refuse to uoino lu 
ho has no plsoo in which to buy hiB lumber. 
Should a wholesaler refueo to come in he has 
no Pacific market to sell his lumbor in. 

Tho trans-Paolfia and Eastern trado will 
not bo considered thia year, bub it is thought 
that Chili, Australia and the United King- 
dom, whon thoy boo that thoy aro not got- 
tlng tho consideration and attention that 
thoy got, before the comblno, will bo willing 
to pay for more consideration at the hands 
of tho Paoifio coaat milla. Tho mills here 
are boing orowded with offers by importers 
who are anxious to lay in their Bupply of 
lumbor before the price advances.

Closer Connection With the 
Motherland. 



One of tlio Most Important Chapters 
About to Bo Written in 
Colonial Annals. 



(From the London Timos) 
Mr. Chamberlain Bpoko on Wednesday at 
a banquet given at the Hotol Motropole by 
thfl Agent-General for Natal to celebrate the 
completion of the Natal-Transvaal railway. 
He eaid : Mr. Peaoe, Sir Charles Tupper, 
my Lords, and Gentlemen, —I thank you 
sinoorely for the hearty reception which you 
have given to this toaat. I appreciate vory 
muoa the warmth of your welcome, and 1 
sue in it confirmation of the evidence whioh 
is affurded by tho cordial and graceful tolo 
g.-atu from ttie Premior of Natal whioh hos 
baen read by your ohuirman, and by othor 
public and private communiaationa whioh 1 
hwo receivod, that any man. who makoa it 
hia duty, us I do, to draw oloBer togothor 
tho difforont portions of tho Brlblfih limpiro 
will meet with hearty sympathy, oucourage- 
mont and support. (Cheers,) I thank my 
old friend and colleague, Sir Charles 
Tupper, for tho kind manner in which ho 
has spoken of me. He has said much, no 
doubt, that transcends my merits, but that 
is a clicumstauco bo unusual In the life of a 
politician that I do not feel it in my heart to 
complain. (Liughtor ) I remember that 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, who was cor 
tainly ono of tho most genial Americans who 
ever visited these shoreB, said that when ho 
was young ho liked his praise in teaspoon 
fuls, that as ho got oldor ho proforred it in 
tablespoonfuls, and tint in advanced years 
he waa onntont to receive it in ladles 
(Laughter ) I confesa I am arriving at tho 
period when I sympathize with Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. (Laughter.) Gentlemon, 
the occasion whioh has brought us together 
ia an extremely interesting ono. We are 
here to congratulate Natal, ita government 
and its people, and to congratulate ourselves 
on the completion of a great work of com- 
mercial enterprise and civilization which 
one of our colonieB, which happens to be the 
last) to havo been included in the great oirole 
of self governing communities, haB brought 
to a successful oonolusion— giving once more 
proof of tho vigor and resolution whioh dis- 
tinguish all tho nations that havo sprung 
from the parent British. Block. (Cheers.) 

THE COLONIAL EMPIRE. 

Thia occasion has been honored by the 
presence of tho representatives of the siBter 
colonies who are hore to offer words of sym- 
pathy and encouragement (hoar, hoar), and 
in view of tho representative character of 
the gathering I think, perhapa, I may bo 
permitted — especially aa this ia tho firBt oo- 
caaion on which I htva publicly appoared in 
my oapaclty as Minister for the Colonies 
(loud cheora| — I may be permitted to offer a 
few words of general application. (Hear, 
hour ) I think it will not bo disputed that 
we are approaching a critical stage in the 
history of the relations between ourselves 
and the self governing colonies. .We are 
entering upon a chapter of our colonial his- 
tory, the whole of which will be written in, 
perhapB, tho next few years, and oertain- 
ly in one next generation, which will bo one 
of tho moot importaut in our colonial aunale; 
but upon tho evonta and tho policy that it 
describes will depend tho futuro of tho Brit- 
ish Empire, (Bear, hear.) That empire, 
gentlemen — that world-wide dominion to 
which no Englishman can allude without a 
thrill of enthusiasm and patriotism (hear, 
hear) — whioh has been tho admiration and 
perhaps tho onvy of foreign nations — hangs 
together by a thread bo elondor that it may 
well seem that even a breath would sever it. 
There have boon periods in our hiBtory, not 
ao very far distant, when leading statoemon, 
despairing of tho possibility of main- 
taining anything in the natnre of 
a permanent union, have iookod forward 
to tho time when the vigorous communities 
to which they rightly Inifuated the control 
of their own destinies would grow strong 
and independent, would aosert their inde- 
pendence and would claim entire separation 
from tho parent atom. The time io whioh 
they looked forward has arrived sooner than 
they enpectod. The conditions to which 
they referred havo been more than fulfilled, 
and now these groat communities, having 
within them every element of national Hie, 
have taken their rank amongst the nations 
of the world ; and I do not auppoao that any 
ono would reckon the idea of compelling 
them to remain with the Empiro aa within 
the roach of intelligent speculation. (Hear, 
hear.) And yet, although, ao I have said, 
tho time has como and the conditions have 
been fulfilled, tho resulta which those states- 
men anticipated havo not occurred. 
(Cheers.) They folt perhaps overwhelmed 
Dy the growing burden of tho vast domini- 
ons of the British Crown. Thoy may well 
have shrunk from tho responsibilities and 
the obligations whioh it involved, und bo it 
happened, at any rate, that somo of them 
looked forward not only without alarm, but 
with hopeful expectation to tho sevoranoo of 
tho union which now exists, but If suoh 
feolings wero ever ontertalned, they are mi 
tortained no longor. (L.ud chew. ) .\ 
the possibility of separation has b „ .... 
greater, the desiro for separation haa become 
loss (renewod oheere) ; and while wo on our 
part arc prepared to take our part und to do 
all that may bo fairly expootod froan the 
mother country, and white wo should look 
upon the Boparation as tho greatest calamity 
that could bofall us, our fellow-sub- 
jecta throughout tho world on 
their part Bee to what a great 
inheritanoo thoy havo oomo by tho 
mere virtuo of thoir citizenship, and they 
must feel that no neparato cxistonco, how- 
ever splendid, oould comparo with that 
whioh ihoy enjny equally with ourselves as 
i -;int hoiro of all the traditions of tho past 
and aa joint partakera of all the iclluonce, 
resources and power of tho British Empiro. 
(Loud cheorB.) Gentlemen, I rojoioo that 
that ch&ngo has takon place. 1 rejoice at 
the wider patriotism, no longor confined to 
those small islandB, which embracoa tho 
whole of Groat Britain and which has car- 
ried into every ollino British institutions and 
tho beat characteristics of tho British raoo. 
(Choers. ) How oould It be otherwise ? We 
have a common origin, wo havo a common 
history, a common language, a common 
litoratuvc, a common lovoof liberty and law. 
(Cheera.) Wo havo common principles to 
aBsort, wo havo common interests to main- 
tain. (Renewed oheora.) 1 have said that 
ib is a slondor thread that bound ua to- 
gothor. I romember on one occasion having 
boon ahown a elondor, a frail wire whioh a 
blow might break, and I waa told that it 
was oapablo of transmitting an olootrioal 
energy that would eot powerful mochinory 
in motion, May it not bo tho same in the 
relation that exists botweon our oolonitia 
and ouraolvoB, and may nob that thread ba 
oapablo of oarrying a torco of sentiment and 
of sympathy thab will yob bo a potent faotor 
In the hiBtory of bho world 1 (CheorB. } 

IMPERIAL FEDERATION. 

Mr. Peaoe, bhere is a word whioh I am

almost afraid to mention lest at the very 
outBOb of my career I should loso my char- 
acter as a practical statesman. I um told 
on every hand that Imperial federation ia u| 
vain and empty dream. (Cries of " No, 
no.") I will not aontOBb that judgment, but 
I will say this — that that man must bo blind 
Indeed who does nob bob that it is a dream 
whioh haa vividly impressed itself upon the 
mind of tho English Bpoakirg raoo, and who 
does not admit thai dreams of that kind, 
which havo so poworful an influence upon 
the imagination of men, havo somehow or 
anotbor an unaccountable way of being 
realized in thoir own tinio. (Cheers,) If it 
be a dream, it is a dream that appeals to tho 
hlgheab sentiments of patriotism and oven to 
our material intorosta. Ib is a dream that 
ia calculated to stimulato and to inspiro 
ovory ono who cires for tho future of the 
Anglo Saxon people. (Hear, hear,) I 
think mysolf thab tho spirit of tho timo is at 
all evonta in the direction of such a move 
monb. How far thab will carry us no man 
can tell, but believe mo upon the tompor and 
the tono in whioh wo approach the solution 
of tho probloms thataro now ooming upon us 
dopond tho security and maintonanco of that 
world-wide dominion, that edifice of lm 
parial rule, whioh haa boon Blowly builb up 
for ua by those who have gono boforo 
(Cheers ) 

SOUTH AFRICA AND THE NATAL RAILWAY. 

I admib that I ha?o strayed somewhat 
widely from the toaab whioh your chairman 
has committed to my ohargo. ("No, no.") 
That toaab ia the prosperity of South Africa 
and of tho Natal and Transvaal Hallway. 
Aa to South Africa, there oan be no doubt 
as to its prosperity. We havo witnessed in 
our own time a devolopmont of natural and 
minoral wealth in that country altogothor 
beyond precedent orhumau knowledge ; and 
what we have seen in bho past, and what wo 
sec at present, ia bound to be far surpassed 
in the near futuro. The product of bhe 
mines, groat as it is at present, is certain to 
be multiplied many fold, and beforo many 
years are over tho mine* of the Transvaal 
may bo rivalled and may oven bo Burpaaaod 
by tho mines of Maahonaiand or Matabelo- 
land ; and in tho train of this great, excep- 
tional, and wonderful prosperity, in the 
train of the diamond-digger und tho miner, 
will como tho demand lor labor wh ; oh no 
man can measure — a demand for all i tvi pro- 
ducts of agriculture and of manufac itre In 
which nob South Africa alone but tho oolon- 
ies and the mother country itself must have 
u largo share, (Cheera.) Tho climate and 
the Boil leave nothing to bo deBired, and 
there is only ono thing wanting, and that is 
a comploto union (cheers) of eentimont and 
interest between tho different States exist- 
ing in South Africa. I have no douln thab 
that union will bo forthcoming, although ib 
may nob bo immediately established. 
I do nob ahub my eyes to dif- 
ferences amongst friends whioh 
havo unfortunately already arisen, and which 
havo not yet been arranged. I think those 
differences, if you look bolow tho surface, 
will bo found to bo duo principally to the 
fact that we have nob yot achieved in South 
Africa thab local federation which Ib tho 
nooesaary preface to any consideration of the 
question of Imperial federation. (Cheers. ) 
But in theso differences my position, of 
oourso, renders it absolutely necessary thab 
I should take no aide. I pronounce no 
opinion, and lb would nob become mo to offer 
advlco ; although, if the good otficeB of my 
department were at any time invoked by 
thoso who are now aoparated, all I can now 
say is that they would bo heartily placed ut 
their service. I wish success to tho Natal 
railway and bo every railway In South 
Africa. (Cheers.) Thero is room for all. 
(Cheers.) There is prosperity for all onough 
to mako bhe mouth of an English rail- 
way director positively water. (Cheera.) 
Thero is buccbbb for all If only thoy will not 
waste thoir own roaources in interneolno 
coufllob. I havo seon with pleasure that a 
conference is being held in order to discuss, 
and, I hopo to sottle, thoBO differences. I 
trusb that they may bo satisfactorily ar- 
ranged In th3 meantime I congratulato 
your chairman, qb representing his prosper- 
ous colony, upon the enterprise they havo 
displayed, upon tho difficulties thoy have 
surmounted, upon tho euccess thoy havo 
already achieved, and I hopo for them, confi- 
dently hope, the fullest share in that prosper- 
ity, whioh I prodiot without hesitation for 
tho whole of South Africa. (Loud cheere.)

Tho Emporor 
William, however, will not hoar of public 
trials for such CiBCS, foaring thab bhey 
will ofton furnish tho socialists with 
facts and argumonts whioh will bo 
unscrupulously used, and which will bo a 
borious dotrimenb to military discipline and 
tho gonoral efiicienoy of tho army.

THE NEW COLONIAL MINISTER. 

It is pleasant to know that tho present 
Secretary of Stato for the Colonies haa 
acquired tho habit of looking upon the 
colonies as integral parts of tho Empire, 
that he does not regard them aa Ioobo 
appendages to Great Britain whloh oan be 
shaken off at any moment in which the in- 
terests of either tho Mother Country or any 
particular colony seem to demand it. 
Evidently, in the mind of Mr. Chamberlain, 
tho colonies are Great Britain, and that to 
throw one of them off would bo liko severing 
a limb from tho body. 

Mr. Chamberlain is an able man ; he la 
an energetic man, and he la determined to 
ba a working Minister. It ia evident from 
a apeech which he made in London, two or 
three woeka ago, that ha takes tho liveliest 
interest in all tho oolonioa and he ia bound 
to mo what influence ho possesses ta Head 
of tho Colonial Department to furthor the 
interests of evory ono of them and if pon- 
aiblo to draw thorn closer to the Mother 
Country and to each other. It iB evident, 
too, that in proposing to do this work he ia 
determined not to be a meddler. He would 
not, if he could, interfere with>ny colony's 
liberty of action. Ho haa a lively apprecia- 
ted of the advantages of self-government, 
not only from a colonial but from aa impe- 
rial point of view. He seea that the more 
independent the colonioa became the warmer 
and stronger was their attachment to tho 
Mother Country. What he aaid on thia 
aubjeot ahows that hia observations have led 
him to form the true Idea of the colonial re- 
lation, 

" There have been perioda," ho aaid, "in 
our colonial history, not bo very far distant, 
when leading BtateBmen, despairing of the 
possibility of maintaining anything in the 
nature of a permanent union, havo looked 
forward to the time whon ths vigorous com- 
munities to which they rightly entrusted the 
control of their own destinies would grow 
strong and independent, would assert their 
independence, and would claim entire separ- 
ation from the parent stem. This tinio to 
whioh they looked forward has arrived 
suoner than they expected. The conditions 
to which they referrod have been 
more than fulfilled, and now thcee 
great communitioa, having within 
them every element of national Ilfo 
have taken their rank among the nations of 
the world ; and I do not suppose that any- 
one would reckon the idea ot compelling 
them to remain within the Empiro as within 
the reach of intelligent speculation. (Hoar, 
hear. ) And yet although I havo said the 
time haa come and tho conditions are ful- 
filled, the rosults whloh these statosmon 
have anticipated have not occurred. Cheers.) 
Thoy folt, porhaps, overwhelmed by the 
growing burden of the vast dominions of tho 
British Crown. Thoy may havo shrunk 
from the responsibilities and tho obligatlona 
whioh it involved, and so it happened at any 
rate that some of them lookod forward not 
only without alarm, but with hopoful ox- 
noctation, to the severance of tho union 
which now oxists. But if such toolings wore 
entertained they aro entertainod no longor. 
(Liud ohoera. ) As tho possibility of separ- 
ation has become greater the dealro for sep- 
aration has bocomo less (ronowed cheers) ; 
and while we on our parb aro prepared to 
take oar part and do all that may bo fairly 
expeotod from tho Mother Country, and 
while wo should look upon tho separation aa 
tho greatest calamity that oould befall us, 
our fellow aubjootB throughout all tho world 
on their part aoe to what a groat inheritance 
they have came by tho mere virtue of their 
citizenship, and theymuetfoolthatnoaopsrate 
existence, however splendid, could compare 
with that whioh they enjoy equally with our- 
selves as joint heirs of all tho traditions of 
the past and aa joint partakorB of all tho 
intluonco, rosourcea and power of the British 
Empire. (Loud ehoe/u.) Gontlomon, I re- 
jolcs that that change haa taken plaoe. I 
rejoice at tho wldo patriotism no longor 
oonfiuod to thoso small islands, whioh om- 
braceB tho wholo of Qroat Britain and which 
has carried into evory clime British instltu- 
lions and tho boat ahartotoristlos of tho 
British race, (ChoorB.) How could it bo 
Otherwise J Wo have a oommon origin, we 
havo a common hiatory, a oommon laogmgo, 
a oommon literature, a common iovo of lib- 
erty and law. (Cheers). Wo have oommon 
principles to assort ; we have common 
interests to maintain. (Renowod cheers. ) 
I havo Baid it is a slender thread that bounu 
ua together. I remember oa one occasion 



having been shown a slender, a frail wire 
that a blow might break, and I was told it 
was capable of transmitting an electrioal 
energy that would set powerful maobinoiy 
in motion. May it not be the same iu the 
relation that existB between our oolouiea 
and oureolves, and may not that thread bn 
capable of carrying a forco of sentiment and 
of sympathy that will yet be a potent factor 
iu the hiatory of tho world ?" (Cheers.) 

Entertaining these ideae wo need not Bay 
that Mr. Chamberlain is a strong bsliovor in 
the Perforation of tho Empire, Hn admits 
that the projeot his not yet a«aumed a 
practical shape. But allowing that it la a 
dream, it is a dream that appeals to the 
highest sentiments of patriotism and even to 
our materials Interests. It ia a dream that 
ia calculated to stimulate and inspire every- 
one who carea for tho futuro of tho Anglo- 
Saxon people. Tho Times, whloh la not 
wont to bo onthuaiaatio, says : " Tho strength 
of the idea lies ia its vaguenoaa, and that 1 a 
dream so welcome d is one of the most solid 
realities.'" It concludes its oommonls on 
tho apoooh by Baying : " If approached in 
tho spirit ho (Mr. Chamborlain) displayed 
last night amid the applause of his audience, 
thore ia reason to hopo that tho solution may 
be tho consolidation of tho great bodies of 
English speaking people's into a powerful 
and enduring federation." 

THE BY-ELECTIONS. 

Tho Conservatives of Ontario acd Quebeo 
are quiotly making preparations for the by- 
olootioDB which aro to take plaoo boforo Par- 
liament moots. Tho Opposition are evi- 
dently surprieod to find tho Govornmont 
party choorful, united and undaunted. Thoy, 
putting faith in their newspapor organs, ox- 
peotod to bob them dismayed and dispirited 
at tho proapect of an appeal to tho people at 
the polls. Thoy woro told ao often that tho 
Conservatives had not tho slightest chanco 
of returning a single man in either of the 
provinces thab they, forgetful of tho many 
confident Grib predictions that had been 
falsified by the event, became convinced 
that tho Conservatives aa a party wore com- 
pletely demoralized. Now, when tho conteata 
are to take place, thoy must be surprised to 
find their opponents proparing for them 
briskly and confidently. It ia now aeon that 
tho Opposition aro by no means tho united 
party that they woro represented to be. In 
Cardwell they are divided. Mr. McCarthy, 
who haB' been bragging of the wonderful 
things ho would do in that constituency, 
finds that ho 1b not going to have a walk 
over ob he predioted. Tho Liberals, greatly 
to hia disgust, have brought out a candidate. 
The ConBorvatlves stand shoulder to 
shoulder, and in tho triangular fight the 
prospect iB that tho McCarthyitea will come 
out at the amall end of tho horn. In Montreal 
Centre respectable Liberals protest against 
the candidature of Mr. James McShune, 
The Witness, as wo have Been, denaunceB 
him in unqualified terms, and the Witness 
oxprcsses the opinion of a largo number of 
Liberal voters. In North Ontario tho 
prospocta of tho Conservative candidate are 
good. The Conservatives s'iow no weaken- 
ing in that riding. The Liberals there who 
expected an easy victory are cruelly dis- 
appointed. 

SOUND COMMON SENSE. 

The London Spectator haa a few wiao 
words to say about the war talk that a num- 
ber of the politicians of tho United States 
are indulging in. Here aro some of thorn : 

" War between England and the United 
Statoa ia a civil war, and neither branoh of 
the Anglo Saxon race is going to shod bro- 
thers' blood for a mile or two of barren 
mountainB In Guiana "; and 

" Even if the cannon were ready to fire, 
and the gunner's hand on the lever, there 
would he ia tho end no war, for on each Bide 
of tho Atlantio there are millions of quiet, 
plain, undemonstrative men who would for- 
bid the outrage and declaro that, come what 
may, humiliation or no humiliation, right or 
wrong, there should bo no war." 

Harper's Weekly, commenting on the 
above sentences, uays -. 

*' These are brave words and we frankly 
confoBS that we like them. There 1b certain- 
ly no dispute exlBtiDg between the two 
countries that ia at all llkoly to result in 
war, and ib will take a larger number of 
vociferous belligoronts than we posBesa to 
drivoan American CongreBa or an American 
Exocutlvo to a declaration of war or to a 
warlike act. Indeed, wo should not bo afraid 
to trust the honor ofjtho country intho keep- 
ing of Senator Lodge, especially If ho would 
promise to make Chandlor hie right- 
hand man. Such a combination would 
represent the spirit of jingoism 
qulto as truly as it was represented by the 
late Mr. Blaine, and even, if Mr. Lodge 
should got in oarneat and really long for 
war, his foil designs would bo Bpoodily taken 
as an occasion for merriment on both aides 
of tho water, espeoially if tho duty of writ- 
ing tho proclamations and interviews woro 
entrusted to Chandlor." 

Wo havo a strong notion that Harper's 
Weekly, tho Now York Post and tho other 
moderate American newspapers, whose tone 
ia pacific, muoh moro truly roprosont tho 
thoughts and intentions of the groat body 
of tho Amorioan pooplo than tho jingo 
shoots of the East and tho Wosb that aro 
continually breathing out threatonings aDd 
slaughtor against Groat Britain and her dc 
pondoncios. 

THE ARMENIANS. 

Tho oonduot of tho Armonians of late has, 
wo see, distressed and disappointed their 
frijnda. They havo dono what they could 
to mako it difficult for thoao who sympathize 
with thorn in other lands to help them, and 
also to ehow that tho estimate which thoir 
onomios have formed of thorn ia correob, Th 
London Times, in an artiolo on tho situation 
in Turkey, spoaka of them with a aovority 
whioh aoema to bo woll deaorvod. Ib aoya : 

There aro tho most contradictory accounts 
of tho origin of the disturbances, and unfor- 
tunately nolthor party oan he trusted to give 
a truthful account. Tho Armenians havo 
forfeited to a very large oxtent tho sympa- 
thy originally extended to thorn by embark- 
ing upon frankly revolutionary projects. 
Europe is anxious to protect thorn against 
misgovornmont, but hue no deairo to trust to 
thoir irresponsible hands tho opening up of 
tho Eastern question. For this oountry re- 
copb developments have a poouilar intoreat, 



because we have gone to tho limits of ?rud* 
tnce in our deairo lo etlaot substantial' re- 
forme. After great troublo and not inap- 
preciable friction wo have closed a chapter at 
negotiations in which we havo played a 
1 lading part. Pur from Bhowing any appre- 
ciation of the diffiuuitiea of our task the 
Armenians have dono all in their power 
to aggravate the situation. Their oonduct 
mukoa it the more easy, aa it mulfea it the 
more uecoesary, for this country to bring its 
policy atoadily into line with thab of the 
other European powera. • • • • What- 
ever our dti ies in respect of the Armenians, 
they must not ba allowod to obsoure the 
vaator intoreata whioh dopond upon the 
prudent oonduot of our foreign rolatioua. 
Indoed, our diBoharge of tho mint r duty de- 
pends absolutely on our scrupulous rogard 
for the major. What cannot be done for 
the Christian Bivbjeota of the Sultan by the 
co operation of the European powers cannot 
be dono for them at all, and assuredly not 
by the Isolated action of Eogland. 

Tho raeh and injudicious conduat of the 
Armonians in a ctitioal period like the 
present when so much doponds upon 
thoir giving their onomies no ox- 
ouso to continue harsh measures, leaves 
it very doubtful whether after tho re- 
forms they ask for have been extended to 
thorn thoy will oontinue to be peaceable, 
law-abiding subjeots of tho Sultan. Their 
ill-timed tnrbulenco at this critical timo 
gives their friends good oaueo to fear that 
ovon when tho abuses of which they com- 
plain are removod, thoy will, presuming 
upon tho good nature and sympathy of 
Christian nuilons, becomo restive and even 
rebollioua when thoy have no real griovanco 
to complain of. Appearances just now lead 
friondly observers to conolude that tho 
ArmonianB are a pooplo that cannot uso 
good fortune judioiously— that whon thoy 

wax fat ,: they " kick " when there is no 
good reason for kicking. 

Whon tho scalp is atrophied, or shiny-bald, 
no preparation will lestoro th»- huir; in all 
other cases, Hall's Hair Ronewer will start a 
growth.

Tho Executive of tho Local Council In Con- 
ference Debute on tho Tabled 
Resolutions. 

All business in connection with the recent 
annual mooting of tho Women's Council of 
Victoria and Vancouvor Island, waa finally 
diapoaed of yesterday, when at a meoting of 
tho executive the final accounts, totalling 
$91, woro passed for paymont. 

A communication was aleo taken into con- 
sideration from Mr. William McKay, a mom- 
bor of tho local labor congresa, offering hia 
asBirtance in any efforta put forth by tho 
council toward securing shorter working 
hours and a weekly half holiday for all 
women employes in stores or factories. The 
offer will bo dealt with definitely by the 
oommittee having this Bpocial aubjeat In 
their care. 

From " Faith Fenton," formorly editor of 
tho Mail-Empiro'd " VVoman'a Page," but 
now of the Toronto Home Journal, oame a 
proposition that tho oounoil use the columns 
of that periodical for the information of the 
publla aB to what it ia doing and aima to do. 
Incidentally it waa exp'aintd that the 
National Council ia at the present time con- 
sidering tho advisability of making the 
Home Journal its effioial organ, and ao the 
oorreaponding secretary of the local body 
waa instructed to keep the Journal informed 
aa to the work of the oouncll in Viotorla. 

Juat before tho adjournment the matter 
of the tab'ed resolutions, whioh there was 
no time to consider at tho annual meeting, 
was brought forward, and the deolaion waa 
reached to diaouaa that from the Y P.S.C. E , 
in relation to tho liquor traffic, at the 
monthly meeting of the council In Deoom- 
her.

The would-be 
inoendlarloa were threo of the Indian boys, 
who had been punished for aome offending 
againat tho ruleB, and determined upon tak- 
ing horrible revenge. Fortunately their 
plan waa discovered before harm was done, 
and the cflenderB wore put under arroat. 
Q?hoy were taken to Duncan a few daya 
later, and after a hearing before Governmont 
Agont H. O Wollburn, J.P., were oommlt- 
ton to atand thoir trial ot the oourt of aBBlzo 
opening in Nanaimo to-day, on the oharge of 
attempted arson. 

Nor is Viotoria withoub its vory bad boya. 
KvoralncoMay laatperlodicalvisita have bsen 
made to the stororooma of tho Okell & Mor- 
rla Co., either on Sundoya or when tho 
worka have beon closed for the day, and 
email lota of fruit or oandloa havo disappear- 
ed. Ttio nature of tho gooda selected and 
the method of operation stamped the burg- 
lars as of tender years, and for this roaeon 
tho firm were loth to take aovoro measures 
in the direction of bringing the offend- 
ers to justice. Two visits within 
the past week convinced thom, however, 
that storn action waa absolutely neoesaary, 
and accordingly tho oaao woa placed in tha 
handa of the oity police. OUicor Palmer 
wa8 put to work upon it and ho very speedily 
brought tho guilt homo to a party of twolvo 
or fifteon boyp, whoso paronta reside In Rock 
Bay, and all of whom aro in attendance at 
the publla aohool. Twolvo of tho lada were 
placed under arroat yesterday and mado u 
full confession of their crimo. They had 
bsen In the habit of entering through the 
window and holping thomsolvea to candy, 
etc., whenever tho opportunity proaented 
Itself, and on this last vlBit not only made 
away with a considerable quantity of atook, 
but romovod tho bung from a largo hogehoad 
of eyrup, allowing the contents to flood the 
floor. They will at 9:30 this morning bo 
dealt with In private by Maglatrato Macrae, 
thoir tender years — from 8 to 14 yoara — 
B»vlDg thom tho publicity of an open trial.

Capb. Gutter hag arrived from the SoudiI 
for tho purpose of meeting tho Northern 
Pacific steamship Taooma, due from tbo 
Orient to-day. As soon sb she arrives her 
officora will doubtlesa bo besieged with in- 
quiries concerning the whereabouts ot the 
Struthnovis, the big steamer of tho same 
lino, which is now about six weeks or more 
out from Viotoria for Yokohama without 
being heard fron. That tho Bteamer has 
met with somp accident sooms now to bo 
boliovod. Ou leaving here her okipper 
stated that he fully expected to make a long 
passage, and this statement is understood to 
havo been made in conscquenoo of tho ship's 
machinery nob working very smoothly. Tho 
captain added that ho would be all of thirty 
days on tho trip— double the time of an 
ordinary voyage — but this was little hoedod 
at the time. Tho steamer la now, Btaunch 
and a good sea going vessel and having a 
comparatively light cargo no anxiety was folb 
for her when tho thirty day limit 
had oxpirod, and ayflp now tho safety.of the 
Bteamer ia not doubted. Should her mnch 
inery havo broken down her only method of 
proceeding would bo under Ball, and this in 
her caso would bo extremoly slow. One 
thing in her favor, howover, ia that aho 
would naturally keep on the direot course 
which all trans-Paoifio liners tako at this 
time of tho year. Anothor consideration is 
that the steamer's cargo ia of euch size and 
nature that hor arow could subaist on it for 
years, and not only this, but in bo doing live 
on tho fat of the land. Another vcbboI 
whioh may bring news of the Strathnevia is 
the Mount Lebanon, now duo at Portland 
from Oho Asiatic Bide.

Tho others of tho fleet havo cargoes con- 
signed to R. P. Kltheo & Co., Ltd., Turner, 
Benton & Co., Ltd., and Robb. Ward & Co., 
Ltd.

The Hidden Wealth of This aiulTrlbu- 
tary Streams Awaiting 1 Prac- 
tical Development. 

Ofood Work on Mosquito Creek -Many 
Mining Leases, but Little 
Money Invested. 

(From Our Special Correipondorit.l 
Willow river, which is one of tho largest, 
If not the largest, outlet of the watershed of 
the gold range on tho Northern Blopo, takes 
Its riBs about one miloto tho eastward of the 
mouthof Williamacrook, Cariboo, whero there 
used to be at ono timo a Bmall lake, but now 
only t. small pond, the tailings from the 
Forest Koao mino having filled up tho entire 
lake. Following Wiilow river westward wo 
End on each side many ravines and creeks 
that h&vo baon and are still oa a producing 
aaale, acme more and Borne leaB. The first 
six miles of tho river is more like a prairie 
farm than a river, the width of tho valley 
being In gome places two milea wido, and 
coverod with marsh grass. A groat deal of 
the winter's Bupply of hay that is consumed 
here is cut and baled, and hauled away af'er 
the ground has DBOome Irozon. Undorneath 
these grass roots Ho millions of dollars in 
gold. ShaftB have boon sunk yoarB ago in the 
endeavor to got tho bottom, but tho rush 
of water in all cases waB bo 
great that the porsistonb miner had at last 
to give up the task of seeing bod rock. 
Among some of tho Bhafts sunk wero tho 
Kurl:' Line, 121 foot deep, which was 
sunk part way in bed rock, but they drifted 
out; too soon and got drowned out, leaving 
a splendid aream pump in the bottom of the 
shaft lor sotr.eono else to reoover. Old 
Major Diwnio tried to find tho bolton. 
about 100 yards from the Kurtz & Lino, and 
it was tho same old story, too much water. 
All that is left to-day of these old works aro 
a few timbers to mark the spot where for- 
tunes wero spent in trying to make more. 
There le not a foot of this whole six miles 
but what would pay to work with dredging 
machinory or stoam Bhovels, and pay hand- 
somely. It is all taken up now underleases, 
some of which will have to lapse, as they aro 
held by parties for speculation, unices the 
law is evaded, as they have not the means 
to work thoir ground to the extent of three 
thousind dollars a year. 

Entering tho oauyon ab the end of tho al.x 
miles wo find Mr. F. Laird, of Chicago, 
diligently at work prospecting. This gen- 
tleman has been here for about two years, 
and during that time ho has bored five holes 
to bedrock to *»oortain the depth of tho 
ground. The bhallowost hole was 05 foot 
deep ond the deepest on the Bouth side was 
105 feet. In eaoh and overy hole fine pros- 
pects wero struck, running aB high as olevon 
dollars to the yard. Sinking was com- 
menced last spring, and after Rotting down 
fif cy feet a great inrush of water was struck, 
which the pumps wore unab'e to onpo with, 
despite the foot that thoir speod was in- 
creased to -W strokes per nilnuto with a 12. 
foot stroke and 12 inch plunger of the old 
Cornish lype. Abandoning the Bhaft, Mr. 
Laird started his mon to drift aouthward to 
find bedrock, which was roached a few weeks 
ago at a dlHtance of G20 feet. Here ho is 
now etarting another shaft to go down 
through bedrock and then drilt back under 
tho stream. The works alroady havo cost 
over 530,000, and if overything goes well ib 
will not bo long after gotting tho ohannol 
before .Mr. Laird will bo a millionaire. His 
ground lies at tho mouth of MoFijulto creek, 
which here empties Into Willow river, and 
waB once and is still probably tho richest 
creek in Cariboo to-day. There Lbb not 
been anything more than Burfaoe work done 
on this creek since tho early dayB, whon for- 
tunes were taken out. Evon to-day can bB 
seen the old shafts half way up Island 
mountain, where the creek takes its rise. 
These old shafts led to working? that were 
rich, and all the ground around them Ib 
still rloh for hydraullclng. The Flynn 
Bros , J. Lanion and Williama, own the 
bulk of the ground on this creek, and eaoh 
year sees them swelling thoir bank accounts. 
There is nob a yard of their ground but will 
average 50 cents, and the lower workings in 
the Old Alabama claim runs about §7 to the 
yard, and many thousand yards of such 
gravil in sight. Alongside the Alabama 
J. Butts owns a claim wbioh haa paid hand- 
some dividends, and no one knows what it 
would pay if tho bobtom could bo roaohed. 
Here, as elsewhoro, the lack of high 
level water obstructa the miner, five weeks' 
run boing considered a good aeaaon. 

Following on down Willow river we come 
to Whipsaw creek, which also had its fair 
share of gold, but has boen worked for many 
years by tho Chinese. 

On tho opposito aide wis find CorntBh 
creek, which for some roaBon or anothar waa 
never prospected except in one placo. 
There in no reuson why it should not bo as 
rich as its sister creeks, as it la right In the 
centre of the gold bolt. 

Two miles further down wo como to Hard- 
acrabblo creek, whero Joo Shaw and his son 
are making things lively, taking out $40 per 
day with the aid of two men, drifting on 
bed rock. A number of Chineao are work- 
ing higher up tho crook drifting on bed rook 
with good reBulta. 

From hero on down to Slough creek tho 
whole of Willow rivor is under lease, and 
how much more below that I do not know, 
but pay can bo found ita entiro length to 
where it cmptioa into tho Fraser river noar 
Fort Goorgo. 

Coming baok to tho Kurtz it Lowo mill 
wo cross Willow rivor and go along tho Bear 
lake trail, which loads through Downio p*BB. 
Here wo find tho march of progress well 
lined uub, hasos and placer claims having 
boon staked this summer, and activo opera- 
tions going on. 

Roddick & Company havo sunk four 
shafis to hed rock, a distance of thirty foot, 
and found good pay in all of them. They 
aro now going to Btart a drive on bedrock 
right in tho pass. 

Next we come to Wm. Shoppard'a claim 
whero a miner would aa little think of look- 
ing for gold as ho would for broad and 
butter. But there lb is right in nn old 
beaver meadow, tho ground being all tho 
■way from a few inchcB to sixteen feob to bod 
rook. Tho gravel pays all the way from 
10c. to ?24 to tho pan. I myaolf panned 
out of ono pan of dlrb §2. Another I aaw 
gave ?0, and many moro I could toll of If 
apace pormlttod. Bub Ita tho samo ory, no 
water for hydrauliclng. All has to bo 
washed by shovelling into sluice boxes, with 
water for a couplo of day a in each wook. 

A mile furthor wo como to Jaok Sheppard'B 
claim which has boon bonded to Easlorn 
capitalists for a good figure, and is a good 
paying proposition for a dredger. Tho pay 
is fine, but well mixod from top to bottom. 

Next is Sonator Rsid'a property, whloh is 
also in tho hands of Montreal people, and is 
one of the boat pioooa of property lb. this 
direction for a hydraulio proposition, as they 
have tho water from Eight Mile lako with a 
fall of 170 feet and a good dump ground. 

Going down Eight-mllo creok wo find a 
numbor of minora at work taking out from 
three to elghb dollars per day, shovolling 



and wheeling the gravel from tho bonohea 
to the stream. There are also several milea 
of loasoB on this creek. 

Pino creek, which is a tributary of Eight 
milo creek, haa a company working on ib, 
and at laBt accounts wero taking out seven 
dollars per day to the man. 

Leaving Pino creek, we go on down to 
Eighty-mile lake, whloh is the hoad of Big 
Valley creek. Here we find many more 
leases in force, several milea having been 
taken up by English capitalists, who havo 
had their engineer looking over the ground 
lately with tho view of starting operations. 
P. C. Dunlevy, of Viotoria, is also Interested 
on this creok. He and his asBooiates were 
horo thin summer taking a look ovor their 
holdings, which from indications are very 
promising. 

After a week's fine sleighing the weathor 
has again turned soft, and yesterday there 
was a very heavy rainfall. 

Clark & Mclotyre have comploted their 
oontracb of blocks for tho Cariboo Gold 
fleldB Company, having out .'16,000 in four 
weoks. Thoy aro now buBy cutting sawlogs 
for their winter's supply. 

Tho New South Wales Company, near 
Stanley, had a bad cave in in thoir tunnel 
last wook which will take Borne time to re- 
pair. They had jusb got to good pay after 
a long aiogo of hard work when thov mot 
with thoir misfortune. CariiiOO.

Members Are Holding Their Sfiml-Annnal

matters relating to horticulture and itu ad- 
vancement. To day general business will be 
taken up. 

All the mombora of tho board unlto in Bay- 
that horticulture ia advancing in tho 
province with rapid p*cen and home- 
grown fruit ia almost altogether 
taking the plaoe in local markots of import- 
ed fruit. One of tho largeBt Bhlppers of 
fruit on the Mainland Informed Mr. Cun- 
ningham a few days ago that the apples ho 
was then handling did not number among 
them a aiDgle box of foreign fruit. The 
quality, too, of fruit has greatly Improved 
alnco the regulations hove been In forco and 
the outlook is exceedingly bright and hope- 
ful.

SELF-DENIAL WE!TK. 

Prepaw'lonB Advancing for This Important 
^.ison of Money Getting for tho 
Army Work. 

The Salvation Army ia all alive and 
activoly engaged in preparing for its annual 
self-denial week, which takes place through- 
out Canada from November 30 to December 
7, inclusive. Large sums of money have 
boon raised in paat years, and it Is a wondor- 
ful testimony to the Army'a development 
and aotivity. Eaoh member of tho Army, 
aa well as tho friends of its many social in- 
stitutions, are aeked to abstain from ail 
luxuries, and in many cases otDcera and 
Boldiera havo actually doterminod to do 
without certain artiolea of food which are 
ordinarily considered necessary, In order 
that by their acts of Bolf-denial thoy may 
add financial support to the Army and its 
many different branchoB of work.

11 a. m. on Thuraduy, to show ciueo why tho 
by law to settle tho amount to bo paid for 
tho construotion of branch sowers should not 
bo quaahed, as unro.-aonablo In two reapecta: 
lac, aa imposing a double tax on tho prop- 
erty mentioned ; 2nd, aa impoainc untqual 
taxation on property equally benefited. An 
affidavit attachod read as followB :

PAYMENT OK ALDKHMEN. 

Ald. Williams rood tho resolution of 
which he had given notice providing for Che 
abolition of the payment of tho present an- 
nual salary of $370 to tho aldermen, making 
their positions honorary. He suggested 
that tho plan might be put into oporation 
tho present quarter. He did not know 
whether ho could Bend tho motion to the 
Mayor, for ho had no seconder. 

Ai.d Parteidoe— "Give ib to me ; I'll 
s=cond It ! " (Groat applause from the pub- 
lic ) 

The Mayor— " Gentlemen, I must ask 
you not to Indulge in that kind of thing ; 
I hope you won't repeat ib." (Laughter.) 

Ald Williams continuing in eupport of 
his motion, said that his Idea waa to moko 
the poaition of alderman an honorary one, 
bo that the boat oitizenB might aepire to it. 
Ho would have brought it in two montha 
ago but for the unfortunato event in his 
household of which thoy all know. He con- 
sidered the proper tunotione of an alder- 
man to be purely legislative, auoh as ought 
to bo performed without salary. If hia 
duty to tho municipality is expected to take 
an alderman away from his daily duties, the 
pay is not enough ; if hia attendance is 
simply ia his spare time in the 
ovenings, the p»y ia too much. Ho thought 
this motion furnished a fitting opportunity 
of testing tho feeling of tho board, and 
would pave tho way for entirely abolishing 
the salaries nexb year. 

Ald McLellan wanted to know why 
tho motion had not boon brought in early in 
tho year, and why the feelings of tho alder- 
men should bo tested in tho last month be- 
fore the election. " Ho won'b test my feel- 
ings," he added, " or draw mo Into battle 
li»foro I 806 tho onomy." As tho law pro- 
vides for each council settling this matter at 
its firBt eeaslon aftor tho olootion, he would 
oppoao dealing with it in tho manner pro- 
posed. " Ynu all know what this motion in 
for, though," ho conoluded, amidst great 
laughter from tho public. 

Ald PabTRIDQK explained that ho had 
only soaonded the motion so that the gon- 
tleman would not havo to say that ho could 
not got ib before the meeting. It might 
perhaps have beon carried tho first of tho 
year, bub he would not vote for ib now 
*' afterj^wo havo grabbed all In Bight." 
(Laughter ) Ho thought that tho object 
stated by tho mover would havo boen served 
by hia Bending the reoommondation to the 
committee appointed to recolve suggestion* 
for amendments to the municipal act, in- 
stead of which Aid. Williams would say to 
tho oouncil of next year, " You ahon't havo 
any salary, when I've grabbod it all ! " That 
waB nob his (Aid. Partridge's) style, (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Ald Humphrey could not boo tho good 
of tho resolution, as thiB counoil has nothing 
to do with tho nexb one 

Ald. Macmillan took oxcrptlon to the 
statement that the duties of an alderman 
are purely legislative 

Ald. Williams—" Thoy ahould bu !" 

Ald. Macmillan continued that they 
wero nob dealing with "should bo's" but 
with " are's," and that tho legislative aro 
tho smallest part of an alderman's duties, 
and tho salary dooa nob como up to the valuo 
of tho time required for executive work. 
Ho wanted to know why Aid. WilllamB left 
tho Mayor's salary alone — has ho un eyo on 
tho position himsolf 1 (Applause.) In hia 
opinion tho motion waa introduced 
simply to win popularity. Tho council, 
however, la not a philanthropic insti- 
tution, and an alderman should not bo ex- 
pected to bo pilloried in tho press and by tho 
public for fifty-two woeka without rocom 
poneo. Ho declared himself aa altogether 
opposed to thin attempt " to save money for 
some large taxpayers too mean to pay for 
the aorvioea rendered to them." » 

Ald. Cameron conaidorod tho resolution 
out of order and uncalled for, tho matter bo 
log ono for tho ratepayers to pronounco 
upon. 

The Mayor—" This la simply a fooler to 
ooe how you felb." 

Ald. Cameron held thai tho only opinion 
be had a righb to express on tho aubjeob at 
this time waa hia opinion aa a private 
citizen. 

Ald. Brago auggeatod that a practical 
way to institute the roform would be for 
Aid. Williams to donats the $370 rooeived 
for this year. (Laughter,) 

Ald. Williams replied that ho had given 
np already mors than the amount ot his 
apiary, particularly in conneotlon with the 
Queen'a Birthday reception and the liabili- 
ties for tho ball left ovor from laac year.
